THS FOLLOWING RXC jSRPTS ARE QUOTED VERBATIM 

1. It is reported that for the past five years, certain former Japanese Aray j 
Officers, particularly in the field grades, have been working for the creation 

of a Japanese Army. It is believed that many of these field grade officers are 
members of the 1st and 2nd Demobilization Bureaus. Among them are HATTORI r ak- 
ushiro an d TSUJI Masanobu. 

2. TSUJI reportedly has been in recent contact with HATOYAUA Ichiro. TSUJI f s 
speech at the Liberal Club on 3 March 1951 in which he voiced opposition to rear- 
mament is far from oeing the truth. He later told IMOTO Kumao (former Colonel), 
working under HATTORI, that it was necessary to "deceive the ally prior to the 
enemy. " IUOTO, not a classmate of HATTORI 1 s group, nevertheless remained at the 
Demobilization Bureau, Chiba, to the end, surveilling the activities of former 
servicemen. He is presently president of 3HILU0KA Hall. ILQTO is assisted by a 
former kajor KOMURADANI who was a subordinate of IMOTO's in an operational section.
